WASHINGTON — Holding out against fierce lobbying 
by the cable TV industry, the House voted 
overwhelmingly Thursday to cap rates for basic service 
and set national standards for customer protection. 

The 280-128 vote exceeded the two-thirds majority 
needed to override a threatened veto by President Bush 
~nlthoughirwa.>rshorr'Of ihc'289'votcsTiecdcd-if-thc-wliolc— 
I louse were to vote. 

Idaho’s congressmen. Demo-crats Richard Stallings and 
Limy LaRocco, voted for the measure. 

Now the bill must clear the Senate, where the outcome

week, - 

Consumer advocates assert that the bill would force 
price cuts of up to 30 percent on a monopoly-dominated 
industry that has raised fees on captive customers at three 
times the rate p_f inflation, forjhc past Jtve.years.. ...... 

But the bill would leave it to the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) to determine 
reasonable rates for basic cubic, and even supporters 
caution that expectations rif dramatic price rollbacks arc 
overblown. „ i 

“Rates arc going to go up with or without this 
legislation." said Rep. Jim C. Slattery, D-Kan., a backer of 
the bill. “They will go up much less with the passage of 
this legislation.’’ 

Cable industry lobbying and thousands of letters from 
concerned consumers cut into support for the bill, resulting 
in 55 more "no” votes than for an earlier version the 
House passed ip July. 

Playing down the main issue of price controls, the coble 
industry has focused on a requirement' that cable operators 
get permission from over-the-air broadcasters before 

retransmitting their signals: 

Cable operators warn rates would rise by S20 to S50 a 
year if broadcasters demand payment for programming.

WASHINGTON — Asian- 
Americans have a devotion to 
higher education more widespread 
than most people in the United 
“States, Hie - Census' Bureau - su i d ' 
Thursday. 

It was its first detailed study of 
the nation’s fastest growing racial 
group. 

The bureau said-two-oui-of five. 
Americans with roots in Asia and 
the Pacific had completed four 
years of college or more. That’s 
about twice the rate for the whole 
. country and for whites, .and. four 
ttmcs-lhe rate for blacks. 

The drive among young Asian- 
Amcricans to get air education' 
comes from the home, where 
parents duily teach the lesson that 
schooling counts, said Katsuini 
Kunitsugu. executive secretary of 
the Japanese American Cultural and 
Community Center in Los Angeles. 

She graduated from high school 
in the Heart Mountain, Wyo., 
internment center, where she and 
her family had been sent after Japan 
attacked Pearl' Harbor, and later 
graduated from the University of 
Wisconsin. 

“I’m a second- generation 
Japanese, and my folks certainly 
emphusized we should get the 
highest education possible," she 


said. "Even in the most trying 
circumstances, we always tried to 
get our education, nut so much for 
earning a living hut for .forming 
good character." 

Mure recent immigrants were 
- highly“educaTed~ln~thcir _ owri - 
countrics, and so had the motive 
and means to send their own 
children to college, said William 
O’ Hare, population and policy 
...analysis director at the University ; 
of Louisville. 1 • 

The number of Asian-Amoricans 
more than doubled from 1980 to 
1990. Immigrants accounted for 
about three- fourths of that growth. 

"It’s sort of a spinoff effect," 
O’ Hare said. "They came 10 years 
ago and now their kids are going to 
school .’’ 

Despite their affinity for higher 
education, Asian-Americans with 
four years or more of college 
ea'fned nearly S 1 .700 a year less 
than whites with the same 
education, based on median 1 
income, the Census Bureau study 
said. 

The kinds of jobs held by Asian- 
Americans and others explains part 
of the difference, said Claudette 
Bennett, author of the study. 

Asian- American men are nearly 
five times more likely than white 
men to fill service jobs, which tend 
to pay less than industrial work.

USDA spokesman Dick Tliaxton 
says schools arc not required to use the 
commodities. “We arc responding to a 
demand on butter and cheese.” he said. 

Kevin Dando of the American 
Schoo] Food Service Association, 
however, said school nutritionists tell 
his organization they would prefer 
margarine to butler. 

"What we have today is the eco- 
nomic well-being of the dairy interests 
in this country calling the shots in a 
program that should be providing good 
nutrition to our children, particularly 
• tltej poo{ and minority who are most 


vulnerable.” said Ellen Haas, execu- 
tive director of the private organiza- 
tion that runs educational programs 
and lobbies the government cm licalth- 
relatcd food issues. 

Since 1979, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment has spent SB). 2 billion on food 
for the school lunch program. Of that. 
USDA used SI. 3 billion to buy butler, 
-S2-bi I lion- for -cheese. most of it very 
high in fat. and SI. 6 billion for frails 
and vegetables. Public Voice said. 

.The group said it also found that 
nearly all of the fruit was canned, and 
most of the vegetables were frozen or 
canned. More than half of the vegeta- 
bles are potato products, ami virtually 
; all have had fat added in processing. 
i Through its purchase of farm com- 
modities. which USDA distributes Iree 
to schools, the department "may be 
creating a ‘dumping ground’ in the na- 
tional school lunch program for sur- 
plus high-fat dairy products." Haas 
said. “And the end result is that the nu- 
tritional quality of one of the nation’s 
most important feeding programs is 
sorely compromised."

Among them: rolling up windows, 
locking doors, driving in the center 
lane, taking freewuys rather than 
streets through high-crime areas. 

“The most important thing is, be 
aware,’’ Newton said. 

“If you see someone get out of a 
car behind -you -with a gun, drive 
olT. But rf they’ve got their gun bar- 
rel 6 inches from your head, do 
what they say.” 

Though luxury cars are , some- 
times targeted, carjackings tend to 
be random. 

“l?s everything from Ford

Medved's book is specific almost to the 
point of nausea in describing the cannibalism, 
sexual violence against women, casual killings 
and antisocial bias so common now in the 
entertainment industry's products. 

Moreover, the messages and the morality of 
these offerings generally go unquestioned, 
especially by critics, Medv ed points out. 
Violence seems to be critically acceptable if 
the brains splutter in an artistic way. 

Cannibalism can win Oscars if (lie lighting 
is well done and the methods imaginatively 
macabre. Pop lyrics describing incest and 
sexual brutality usually get a pass if the rap 
beat is catching and the rape can be equated 
wit It racial protest,' 

Medv ed talks about the "accumulated 
impact of irresponsible messages that are 
repeated hour after hour, year alter year. 

* The most significant problems of the — - 
' popular culture stem from the pervasive 
presence of antisocial material, not from a few 
isolated examples of offensive ness.” . 

The public is being desensitized to film 
violence ns entertainment, he says. It takes 
more to shock than il did a decade or two ago. 

•Violence begins to seem acceptable, a 
behavior" norm. So doe's Scx'ti ill side marriage! 
Outrageous behavior starts to seem routine. 

Foul language no longer grates. The 
entertainment media are giving a legitimacy to 
sexual and violent behavior that should bother 
all of us. Women arc often mistreated. Sexual 
activity is 13 limes more likely to be shown as 
occurring outside of marriage than within. 

Five times as many people go to church in a 
given week as go to the movies, Medved 
points out. But the entertainment media

Industry spokespeople who say the linkage 
hasn't been proven are beginning to sound as 
hollow ns the Tobacco Institute Irving to 
wiggle away from nil Ihe evidence tying 
cigarettes to lung cancer. 

But it's difficult to deny that v iolenl TV 
films don T infiuence behavior .when 
advertisers are charged millions of dollars for 
a few short commercials on the same 
programs that they are assured w ill affect 
viewers. 

Responsible parent-, cun. of course, try to 
reduce the amount of violence, sexual 
deviation and smut to which their children are 
exposed. They can teach their children moral 
values and better ways to handle conflicts. But 
that doesn't solve ihc problem of increasing 
viulcncc impacting on youngsters whose 
homes make (hem more susceptible to such 
influences. 

Schools can help children learn to lie 
critical viewers, to understand the violence is 
lake and (hat in real life there are serious 
consequences to such behavior. 

Watchdog groups can help. Boycotts can be 
effective in rare, specific instances. But the 
movie industry seems indifferent to the - 
reasons why millions of adults, who grew up 
with a fascination for films, rarely go to sec 
them now. 

And the TV industry' sccni’s to be trying to 
cope with a steady loss of viewers by churning 
«ut more of the same junk. 

But public opinion is still the most effective 
and pcmerful vveapiifCalthoUgh-lt can take 
time to energize and mobilize. 

i he public has every right to reject the toxic 
wastes that are pouring out of the 
entertainment media. And eventually, those 
who are producing the pollution will ftn^ il 
unprofitable and impossible to keep on * 
'churning out what doesn't sell.

SCOTTSDALE. Ariz, (AP) — Federal of-" 
ficials Thursday honored the 50th anniver-. 
sary of the group of Navajo war veterans 
who baffled the Japanese with their code- 
within : a-code'mcssages. 

Joe Kcllwood, one of more than 330 
Navajo “code talkers” during World War II, 
sent a special codc-talkcr message to Keith 
-Little-»n— Washington,— wishing -the- world- 
peace and wisdom. 

Using a high-tech video telephone from 
an office at a Motorola plant, Kcllwood told 
Little:

Powell, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 


Staff, at a special ceremony. 

Powell was to read the message later in 
the day at the dedication of a Pentagon mu- 
seum display honoring the code talkers. 

The 71 -year-old Kcllwood earlier this 
week recalled the code talkers’ proficiency 
in both languages. 

"You had to be good in English and good 

:-Nav(ijo,— Kell wood-Liid^-You— would 


make names for the letters .and memorize 
them, so that you would have nothing with 
you when you sent a message." 

Kcllwood, who grew up near Gnnado on 
the Navajo Reservation in northeast Ari- 


zona, said he spent three, years in the 
Marines during the war. 

The signals the code-tnlkers sent were ac- 
tually a code within a code, because letters 
were assigned words and then translated into 
Navajo, which sounds nothing like English. 

Further, Kctlwood said, common letters 
were assigned several different words, 
-which-wcrc-Uicn-altematcd : 


“Once you mastering the thing, it was 
easy," Kcllwood said. “English was never 
mentioned when transmitting a message." 

. The Phoenix resident who spent 40 years 
us a carpenter after the war said he couldn’t 


remember any one message os his most im- 
portant. The messages he was given always 
involved troops — when they needed sup- 
port or to pinpoint where they were. Five 
Navnjos were killed in action during the 
war. 1 

Kcllwood said he remembers sending 
messages during battles. Asked if he had 
_cycr. bee n clos e to death, he said, “too many 
times.” 

He said the codc-tolkcre were taught all . 
types of communication, from Morse code 
to setting up radio links, before being sent 
into battle.

Ranchers were prepared to use the 
bulldozer to breach a dirt, diversion 
live miles upriver from the river’s 
mouth to create a "flush" to help 
chinook salmon migrating upriver lo 
spawning beds. Fish and Game fish- 
eries biologist Mark Liter said the 
salmon made it without help. 

"Ill fact, there’s enough water iti 
the Lemhi so that if the fish were re- 
turning right now. they could make

The fish-flush is a part 6f a 
salmon recovery project developed 
by the Lemhi River Model Water- 
shed. Ranchers have agreed to pro- 
vide enough water for up to three 
Hushes each year to aid Idaho's chi- 
nook salmon. 'Jliey've been listed as 
a threatened species under the En- 
dangered Species Act. 

"It will lie up to the Fish and 
Game to decide how and when they 
want lo use the water." said Lemhi

learning what the conujiissioti can do 
lo serve Idaho wrilers. Existing 
programs include fellowships and a 
"wrtter-in-resuience" program. 

In addition, (he Commission is 
soliciting applications for a new 
program that will send wrilers iulo six 
Idaho co mm uni lies 10 offer readings 
of their work over a two-year period, 
eventually in conjunction with writers 
from Utah and Wyoming, 

Betsy Bullard of the Magic Valley 
Arts Council in Twin Falls and Sally 
Block of the Sun Valley Center for 

the Arts and Hu manities in Kctchum 

have had preliminary talks about 
applying for such a grant, possibly in 
conjunction with other communities 

in south central Idaho. .. 

Wrilers need support and 
opportunities to write and read their 
works, bul they also need constructive 
criticism. Bill Studebakcr of the 
College of Southern Idaho says all too 
often, writers mistake mere flattery 
for real help. 

Here again, a network can help. 
Such liaisons often develop out of 
graduate-level writing programs that 
teach people to gracefully impart and 
accept criticism, as well as to write. 

To tlic east, the University of 
Montana graduate writing program 
has helped turn the Big Sky state into 
one of the nation's hottest writing 
“scenes." and writers arc flocking 
there to be part of the action. Idaho, 
on the other hand, is one of only a few 
states that do not offer a master of 
fine arts in creative writing. 

But that might change, too. Ron 
McFarland, director of the creative 
writing program at the University of 
Idaho; has proposed a MFA program 
on the Moscow campus. His proposal 
has been approved by the U of I 
English department, and will soon be 
considered by the university 
curriculum committee. 

. In the end, however, it's up to the 
writers themselves to gel the help and 
advice they need. 

“In Montana, the whole stale is 
Virtually networked." Studebakcr 
says. “Those people don’t live in any- 
one place, but they periodically show 
up in Billings or Missoula, and they 
know cacli other." 

“I think that's important for Idaho 
writers to understand." Pcavey says. 
Montana writers arc not holding” 
workshops just for the sake of holding 
workshops, site adds, but arc using 
those events to establish lasting tics, 
for feedback and support. 

"Everything they do and all the 
programs we admire here are ■ 
generated by the writers themselves, 
not ihe university alone nor the arts 
commission." Pcavey says.

In man y~casc sT R ee d y limisV’a 
writer's hometown may prefer to 
remain blissfully ignorant of what 
local writers are up to. 

"Wrilers are not respected in 
America, not even in academe, until 
they're dead and can be safely 
interpreted," Reedy says. “Writers are 
loose cannons who discover things as 
they write and desire to tell people 
what they’ve discovered. Tlic 
problem is. these discoveries upset the 
little worlds men create." 

Reedy has found it easier to work 
in a larger city, where she has access 
to big libraries, plenty of bookstores 
and a thriving intellectual community. 
She and Sloan hope to return to the 
West once they’ve finished their 
degrees, but they probably won’t live 
■in Twin Falls. “Tlic re is nothing there 
for us,", she says. 

But writers who remain here hope 
they can create a community to help 
meet their needs. For some, the 
Writers’ League is the answer. The 
local chapter's 20 members meet 
monthly to review writings on 


assigned topics, critique eac h oth er’s 
’workUnd^ Jiear gucslspcakers. 

Studebakcr is currently teaching an 
Idaho Stale University creative 
writing class on the CSI campus, and 
lie intends to invite class members to 
continue their discussions on an 
ongoing - albeit informal - basis once 
the class ends. 

Connie Wochkc. who has taught 
creative writing at Twin Falls High 
School since 1980, also is doing her 
part to nurture young poets and 
authors. Her students produce "The 
Weather Within." a literary magazine 
that atjiiuaily sells 600 copies and 
repeatedly wins awards from national 
high school press associations. 

“The main thing creative writing 
does is teach you about yourself, and 
you need that before you go on to 
college.” Woehke says. 

Many people, especially young 
writers just starting out, may need to 
leave Twin Fulls to gain the 
perspective they need to write. But 
both Woebkc and Studebakcr soy 
Twin Falls’ remote location can work 
to a more seasoned writer’s 
advantage. 


"There's a real slow pace here."

To compete for the Miss America 
title, a woman must he an American 
citizen. 26 years old or younger and 
single, arid she can never have been 
pregnant. 

"We're looking lor wholesome 
young women." said Leonard C. 
Morn, the organization's chief 
executive officer. "Miss America is 
the visualized American maiden." 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press last week. Horn 
said women aren't exploited by the 
program, which provides the largest 
amount of scholarships to women of 
anv or mini /.at ion in the United 


Stales. T li is year, more than $10 
million in scholarships will be given 
lo about 80,000 women. 

"Hut she's going to have to be 
reasonably attractive and that's the 
way it is," Horn said. “You’re not 
going to have the Hunchback of 
Notre Dame winning the Miss 
America Pageant." 

Women must wear the swimsuit, 
he said, because it’s part of the 
tradition of the pageant, which 
began on the hcach in Atlantic City 
in 1921.

Currency turmoil reveals global gridlock

• PARIS - While enriching themselves, currency 
speculators have changed the political map of 
Europe with their successful assaults on the 
British pound, the Italian lira and European 
financial institutions this week. 

The speculators did far more than drive the 
" pound and thc lira out of the fixed-parity zone of 
the European Monetary System (EMS). Thursday. _ 
They demonstrated the vulnerability of the 
monetary system itself, a key hulfway house for 
European governments working for a tighter 
political and monetary union; senior politicians, 
civil servants and analysts in Paris, London and 
Brussels said Thursday. 

The turmoil in the currency markets also 
demonstrated the costs of an emerging global 
gridlock on monetary and fiscal policies, some 
analysts said. Governments are increasingly 
immobilized by economic recession, taxpayer 
revolts and the overriding imperative to fight 
inflation. Tho speculators ran little risk that the 
major industrial democracies would spring any 
surprises on them, in this view. 

Thai sense of liming was one major factor (hat 
made this currency crisis different from the 
squalls that have periodically buffeted Europe's 
foreign-exchange markets in the past. Two oilier 
elements also help account for the hurricane-like 
impact in Europe of the week’s still unfolding 
events: 

Capital flows across borders huve exploded as 
. national currency 'restrictions have disappeared. 
With S300 billion moving through the world's 
exchange markets each day, British, Italian or 
even German treasuries find it prohibitively 
expensive to spend their reserves to th-wart 
determined speculators. < 

British Prime Minister John Major, the big 
loser in this crisis, dared the speculators to take 
him on by assembling a SJ3 billion war chest to 
protect the pound, after proclaiming that he 
would not devalue his obviously overvalued

currency, withdraw from the European Monetary 
System or raise interest rates. By late Wednesday 
night, he had done all three und the currency 
markets were still attacking. 

A sudden and unexpected debate over Europe's 
political and monetary future - touched off by 
Denmark's rejection of the European unity treaty 
- and a French, referendum on the treaty set for 
Sunday - lias created an aura of uncertainty and 
doubt about pan-European institutions. - 

The turmoil in currency murkets raises, in a 
different form, some of the same questions about 
Europe’s future that have been raised in the 
security field by the bitter wars raging among the 
former Yugoslav republics, which Europe has 
been unable to prevent or hall. 

Institutions created for Ihc Cold War. such as 
NATO or the Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe, have not proved useful in 
resolving the Yugoslav conflict. Neither has the 
West European Upion, which provides NATO's 
European members a forum for consultations. 

The 12 nations of the European Committee 
now face a new sot of uncomfortable questions 
about their intentions in monetary policy, an area 
they expected to be less controversial than 
defense. 

The drive for political and monetary union, .is 
spelled out in the draft unity treaty signed in 
Maastricht, the Netherlands, last December, was 
based on the assumption that the. European 
Monetary System could be gradually converted 
into a European central bank that would issue and 
control a single European currency once the 
member Countries had adopted “converging" 
economic and financial policies. 

But the difficulties of 12 nations synchronizing 
their budget deficits, rates of inflation, 
government spending programs and other 
economic fundamentals have been spectacularly 
underlined by the forced march out of the EMS 


by the British and Italians. 

The monetary system in effect requires its 
members to keep the value of their currencies 
within 2.5 percent above or below the value of 
the system's strongest money, the German mark. 

Faced with a deep and prolonged recession that 
made raising interest rotes counterproductive and 
politically unpopular, and determined not to 
devalue the pound und thereby rcignitc inflation, 
Major’s Conservative government vowed to keep 
(he pound’s value steady against the mark with 
the EMS limits. , 

But Major was trapped when the foreign 
exchange markets saw that Germany and the 
United States seemed even more determined than 
Britain not to take the steps that would 
signficiintly change the valuq.pf their currencies. 

Continuing bad economic news and the 
November election pinned U.S. interest rates and 
the dollar to the floor. The markets were certain 
that the Federal Reserve would not raise interest 
rates and might well lower them a little before 
Nov. 3 to try to revive the economy. 

On Monday, the German Bundesbank 
announced a quarter percent interest rate cut that 
was seen by the foreign-exchange markets as a 
politically inspired, cosmetic gesture intended to 
encourage the French to vote for the Maastricht 
treaty Sunday. Stung by this interpretation, 
Bundesbank officials made it clear there would be 
no more reductions. _ 

Thai firmly pinned the German mofrk at the top 
of the monetary ladder and made Major’s 
commitments untenable. Italy, which failed to_ 
follow up an unconvincing 7 percent devaluation 
on Monday with deficit-cutting steps, also found 
it loo expensive to stay in the EMS. 

Monetary experts here expect Britain and Italy 
to re-enter the EMS exchange rate zone fairly 
soon, but at the new market-set parities with the 
mark now being established. In interviews : 
Thursday, politicians quickly made the point that 
simply patching over the EMS is not likely to 
work now.
